he Power of Nations is not now meafur’d, 
as it has been, by Prowefs, Gallantry, and 
Condu&. Tis the Wealth of- Nations that 
makes them Great, and that People-fhtall cer- 
tainly fubdue their Enemies at laft, who can 
bear the Expence of.the War longeft. . 

The Romans, indeed, gain’d the Wealth of 
other Nations by fubduing them, and their own 
Poverty was the Spur to their Valour, and at 
laft they fell a Prey to the poor numerous Na- 
tions of the Gorbs and Vandals: But now the 
Cafe alters, ’tis the longeft Purfe, and not 
the longeft Sword that conquers Nations: The 
Art:-of War has Conquer’d the Bravery of the 

Varriour ; and the Moft Chriftian King, who 
gained. Vitories enough the laft War to have 

ubdu'd two Worlds, was oblig’d at laft, by the 
meer Expence of the War, .to think of making 
an-end of it, tho’ by reftering the vaft Con- 
quefts he had gain’d. Thus a Prince may now 
heat his Enemy, till he is himfelf abfolutely fub- 
dyed by Viétory, and run on with uninterrupted 
Conquefts till he is undone. 

The ‘Battle of Lenden was a great Viétory, 
and yet we faw the King of France lef able to 
meet the Confederates the next Year after it 
than before; and the Lafs of Namure was the 
next Confequence of that faccefsful Campaigns 
’Tis plain what a rifing Wealth is able to do, 
by Examining what we have done in thefe Na- 
tions for about 16 Years paft, and comparing it 
with what we were able to doin former times. 

Had Queen Eliziberb been to raife So Millions 
Serling to have casry’d on Her War againft 
Spain, what muft have become of thefe Nations ? 

Spain was broke by Stratagems, by the Obfti« 
nacy of his blind Courtiers pufbing at the Low 
Coumry War: Had the King of Spava cealed 
his Perfecuting the Flemings, but granted them 
Liberty of Confcience, h¢had been able to have 


reduc’d: the whole World, and Form’d the U- 
niverfal Monarchy 5 which the Houle of Auftrie 
was then as much fufpeéted to be contriving, 
as the Houfe of Bourbon has been fince. 

Philip the Second was heard to fay, the Fice 
mifh War had coft him 360 Millions, and 
300000 Men. ‘Tis allow’d his Soldiers were 
then the beft in the World, and Aeary the 4tb 
of France, who frequently tryed them to his 
Coft, gave the Spanifo Foot the Teftimdny of 
being the beft Infantry inthe World. When 
the Duke of Parma relieving Pars before his 
Face, repafs’d the Oyfe in the Face of his more 
numerous Army without Fighting, and at laft 
March’d thro’ the whole Province of Picardy, 
and could never be forc’d to Engage; of which 
I fhall {peak at large, when the Courfe of thefe 
Papers -fhall-return me-to the Hiftory of the 
Proteftants in France, which I have not at all 
laid by, otherwife than as they may come in or- 
der to be fpoken to, when the ftrange things 
have advanc’d, and which fome People are 
pleas’d to cavil at, relating to that Great King 
Heary, will more plainly be made out, and the 
Ignorance of the Objeétor appear. 

But to the Cafe in hand, it feems to me plain, 
and I hope I am not arrogant in faying, 
That the reducing the Price of our Manufaétures 
will run us nf all thofe Extremes, and weaken 
our Hands abtoad, as it weakens our Sinews at 
Home ; and therefore it cannot be the Intereft 
of Englaad to reduce the Price of the Wages of 
OT think T need fpend 

t n pend no time in enlarging on 
the fecond Head, viz. That our plbcew abteed; 
and the Figure we fhall make in the World 
will fink, in proportion to the finking of our 
Wealth at Home. 

All Nations are vatu'd by their Strength, and 
that Strength is now meafar’d by their Wealth. 

Why elfe do not the Scots make an equal Fi- 
gure in the World to the Englifh? They are E. 
qually Brave in the Field, and Equally Nume- 
rous abroad, if not beyond us; but the Cafe is 
plain, they are Poor at Home: Whea they 
raife Armies, they cannot furnth them, nor 
maintain them abroad, and therefore they are 
only valued as Regiments in Pay, not as a Na- 
ees ant — riety r ewe bue that their itt 

onduét adds to their Misfortune) is me 
thao their Merit. ‘ eis:
